to Punish 
Small Gamblers 


WASHINGTON i A P ) - The 


Supreme Court limited today 
the federal government's power 
to punish small-time gamblers. 


In an 8-fl ruling, Justice Thur- 


good Marshall said the Federal 
Travel Act, which prohibits in- 
terstate travel to further cer- 
tain criminal activity, cannot 
be used to prosecute two lottery 
operators in Florida simply be- 
cause some of the bettors came 
from Georgia. 


Marshall noted the law was 


aimed primarily at organized 
crime and at people who reside 
in one state while operating il- 
legal activities in another. 


The Justice Department had 


asked the court to permit pros- 
ecution under the federal law 
whenever an operator of a lot- 
tery or another illegal estab- 
lishment can reasonably fore- 
see that customers will cross 
state lines to patronize his op- 
eration. 


The decision reversed con- 


victions of James W. Rewis and 
Mary I>ee Williams of Yulee, 
Fla., a small town a few miles 
south 
of the 
Georgia line. 


Rewis had been sentenced to 
five years in prison and Wil- 
liams to three years.

Congress Has 
o Spirit of 
Independence

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House of Representatives of the 
fledgling 92nd Congress has dis- 
played a spirit of independence 
and 
belligerency 
that 
may 


make it long-remembered. 


In three months it has defied 


the President, thumbed its nose 
at its own leaders and chal- 
lenged the sacred seniority of 
some of its elder statesmen. 


The infusion of new blood into 


the 1971 House membership un- 
doubtedly has much to do with 
the growing impatience over 
the 
time-honored 
"estab- 


lishment" and the tradition that 
freshmen should be seen and 
not heard. 


Many of the 54 House new- 


comers not only are seen with 
regularity but insist on being 
heard. 


Armed with new procedural 


reforms quite a few of them 
have sounded off in party con- 
ferences and caucuses, with the 
result, that no venerable chair- 
rnan or high-ranking committee 
member can feel safe if he gets 
too arbitrary. 


Some of the "young Turks" 


threw a scare into the seniority 
worshipers at a presession 
Democratic 
caucus. 
They 


amassed almost 100 votes in a 
tough but losing fight to replace 
veteran John L. McMillan, D- 
S.C., as chairman of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Committee. 


They also played a key role 


in adoption of party rules limit- 
ing the number of subcom- 
mittee chairmanships a mem- 
ber may hold. 


The House Democratic lead- 


ership took a beating at the 
very start of the 1971 session. It 
backed a rule change to curb 
the power of the at-times balky 
Rules Committee. The proposed 
change was beaten by 81 votes.

Skirmishing is reported contin- 
uing around rebellious East Pa- 
kistan as growing resistance 
forces harass West Pakistani 
army patrols, and mounting 
supply 
problems

Under strong pressure to pro- 
vide material aid to the inde- 
pendence 
fighters, 
India's 


Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
rejected 
demands to supply 


arms. But her ruling Congress 
party gave the freedom move- 
ment is complete moral back- 
ing. 


Newsmen 
returning 
from 


wide areas of the neighboring 
province said roads were badly 
cut and Pakistani army patrols 
were denied freedom to move 
at will. Determined resistance 
fighters, though poorly armed, 
harassed small units of the 
West Pakistani troops, and only 
the larger garrisons were free 
from attack. 


Using hit-and-run tactics to 


keep government forces at bay,

dependence of Bangla Desh, the 
so-called Bengali nation. But 
many able-bodies men have left 
home to join military units, 
starting from scratch to learn 
fighting techniques. 


Women and children have left 


most of the border towns. Civil 
servants and police have aban- 
doned their jobs and joined the 
Bangla Desh movement. Air 
raids by Pakistani jets on sev- 
eral areas were described by 
some reporters. One target of 
air attacks was the farming 
town of Chuadanga, described 
as the Bangla Desh provisional 
capital.

Kushtia, near Cuadanga, killing

Religion, War 
Issue Is 
Rejected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court set aside today 
a federal judge's ruling that the 
draft law violates the religious 
freedom of Roman Catholics 
opposed to the Vietnam war. 


The court, recalling its deci- 


sions early in March in two 
similar cases, directed U.S. 
Dist. Judge Alphonso J. Zirpoli 
of San Francisco to reconsider 
his ruling. 


On March 8, the court ruled 


in effect that conscientious ob- 
jectors cannot pick the wars in 
which they refuse to serve. 


One case involves a Roman 


Catholic conscientious objector 
to the Vietnam war and the 
other involves a self-described 
humanist. 


Justice William 0. Douglas, 


who 
dissented 
in 
the 
high 


court's ruling on the two earlier 
cases, dissented also today. 


In February 1970 Zirpoli dis- 


missed an indictment against 
James Francis McFadden, 26, 
of San Francisco, who refused 
to submit to Army induction on 
grounds the war violates his 
conscience as a Catholic. 


Zirpoli held that the First 


Amendment prohibits the gov- 
ernment to command a man to 
act against his conscience. The 
judge said the draft law was 
unconstitutionally forcing Cath- 
olics like McFadden to choose 
between their religion and go- 
ing to jail or abandoning their 
convictions to avoid jail. 


"Such a burden upon the ex- 


ercise of one's religion can 
have no place in a society built 
by men and women of all reli- 
gions 
and 
persuasions," he 


said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Part 


of President Nixon's sweeping 
government reorganization plan 
calls for melding large chunks 
of three existing departments 
and one other agency to pro- 
duce a lean, well-oiled unit 
serving the needs of individuals 
and families. 


To be called the Department 


of Human Resources, the pro- 
posed agency would combine 
the l(W,000-inan Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
with parts of the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity and the De- 
partments of Labor and Agri- 
culture. 


The stumbling block, sceptics 


say, is that past HEW unmana- 
geable thicket of warring bu- 
reaucracies and special interest 
groups.

expand HEW and expect it to 
work?

Try to Block 
Negro Housing 
Project Fails 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court rejected today 
an attempt by city officials in 
Lackawanna, N.Y., to block 
construction of a Negro housing 
subdivision in an almost ex- 
clusively white neighborhood. 


The unanimous action 
in- 


dicates local governments ev- 
erywhere will have legal diffi- 
culty if they try to zone out Ne- 
groes from white areas. 


The test case involved Kenne- 


dy Park Homes, a project spon- 
sored by Lackawanna Negroes, 
and rulings by two federal 
courts that ordered local offi- 
cials not to stand in its way. 


The city claimed sewage fa- 


cilities were inadequate in the 
area and the land was needed 
for a park. 


The appeal sought at least a 


Supreme Court hearing on two 
points: whether city officials 
were violating the Negroes- 
rights and whether the federal 
judge overseeing the case ex- 
ceeded his power. 


The 
appeal 
was 
rejected 


without comment. 


This means Lackawanna offi- 


cials must prepare adequate 
sewage service to the area des- 
ignated for the Negroes' homes 
and that the city cannot turn 
the area into a park. 


This order was issued last 


August by U.S. Dist. Judge 
John T. Curtin of Buffalo and 
was supported last December 
by the U.S. Circuit Court in 
New York City in an opinion 
written by former Justice Tom

Butler says the program of 


giving the drug antabuse to 
drunks who appear regularly in 
court has "had almost 100 per 
cent success." 


Butler said more than 60 per- 


sons have been put on the pro- 
gram since it was initiated 13 
months ago and that only four 
have dropped out. He says none 
of those who remained had been 
back in court for either drinking 
or other problems. 


If a person taking antabuse 


consumes an alcoholic drink, he 
becomes violently ill. 


Butler says persons who ap- 


pear in his court three or four 
times and ask for help are told 
about the program. 


"If they want to volunteer for 


it, they can," he said. "I will 
give them the maximum fine 
under the law, but tell them I 
will suspend it all upon comple- 
tion of the program. 


"Fining them or putting them 


in jail doesn't solve the prob- 
lem," Butler said.

D e a r Dr. L a m b—I was 


surprised recently to have 
you recommend the purchase 
of bread as the only satis- 
factory bakery product on 
the market today. Yet the 
enclosed article says the nu- 
tritive value of bread and 
other bakery p r o d u c t s is 
practically nil. What can we 
do to get better flour? I bake 
m y o w n b r e a d b u t a m 
obliged to use the available 
flour, w h i c h is poor. Any 
ideas? 


Dear Reader—I read your 


enclosure, including the un- 
derlined quote from Presi- 
dent Nixon's French-born 
nutrition adviser: "Dr. Jean 
Mayer t h i n k s that Ameri- 
can's white bleached dough 
products would not even be 
called bread in hi? native 
land. Their food value is al- 
most zero. White flour is pre- 
ferred by food industry ex- 
ecutives because it kneps on 
the shelf l o n g e r than the 
more nutritious whole wheat 
bread and because insects 
avoid it—it doesn't have 
enough food value to keep 
them alive." 


That is a pretty harsh in- 


dictment of our bread and 
I'd like to say a few good 
things about it. Most white 
bread is low in fat and many 
bakeries now use nonfat milk 
solids. Many other bakery 
products contain lard, satu- 
rated fats, coconut oil, egg 
yolks and things that should 
be restricted in amount in a 
diet to p r e v e n t heart and 
artery disease. You can also 
buy bread enriched with but- 
ter, egg yolks and items that 
you should try to avoid. 


I have read a lot of com- 


ments a b o u t h o w p o o r 
American bread is. Well, 
there are 
very few food 


products that provide a bal- 
anced diet by themselves. 


Bread certainly has calories 
and the enriched white bread 
is loaded with Vitamin B 
complex. According to the 
U.S. Agriculture Department, 
American white bread has 
just as many of these ele- 
ments as that n o s t a l g i c 
"French Bread." Our en- 
riched American white bread 
has up to twice as much cal- 
cium and c o n t a i n s more 
phosphorus and iron. It also 
has a b o u t the same food 
value as whole wheat bread. 
Those, ma'am, are the facts. 
Some people may prefer the 
taste of French bread and 
that is their privilege but 
facts are facts. 


It seems to be popular to 


knock a n y t h i n g that is 
American, from bread to 
wine, but neither need take 
a back seat. 


You should use enriched 


flour if you do your own bak- 
ing. 
And you can increase 


the calcium by using larger 
amounts of nonfat dry milk. 
Calcium is very important 
to help prevent decalcifica- 
tion of the spine that occurs 
so often after the meno- 
pause. 


If you want to be a real 


health faddist, you might go 
to a health food store and 
buy some n a t u r a l milled 
flour, just as nature intended 
it to be, ground husk and all, 
but it may not contain as 
many v i t a m i n s as your 
white bread. 


I do recommend you make 


your own rolls and biscuits 
since most commercial prod- 
ucts contain tot much satu- 
rated fat.
